continue the Adjournment of Our ſaid current Parliament, from the faid Eigh» 

teenth Day of Avguſi, to the Fifteenth Day of December next to come 5 And 

that the Members of Parliament may not be put to un-neceſlary Charges, and 

Expenſes by Attending the ſaid Eighteenth Day of Awg»ff next ; We do here- 

by Adjourn Our ſaid current Parliament, until the faid Fifteenth Day of 

December next, Requiring all the Members of Qu: ſaid Parliament, to Attend 

chat Day in the uſual way, and under the Certifications contained in the ſeve- 

ral A&s of Parliament made thereanent. OUR WILL IS HER EFORE, 

and We Charge you {trifily, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Let- 

ters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and tae the Mercat-Crofles

on, that Our ſaid Parliament is Adjourned to the ſaid Fifteenth Day of De- 

cember next to come 3 And Ordains theſe Preſents co be Printed.
